Col. A. j, Iviuio on Ills Way to Victoria Wit h 
tho Necessary Deposit. 

Letters and telegrams received from Col. 
A. J. Kane, the agent of the Chicago 
.syndicate of capitalists, who will under- 
take tho building of the Canada Western 
line, convey intelligence that he has 
arranged for the necessary cash deposit 
with his principals. He is now on his way 
to Victoria with a couple of his principals 
and tho necessary documents. The time in 
which the Canada Western people were 
given to put up the cash deposit was 
limited to tha end of the present month, 
which made it necessary for Col. Kane to 
hustle in the matter, capitalists not liking 
to rush into any scheme without careful 
enquiry. If nothing interferes to prevent, 
the Canada Western will very shortly be 
in tho first stages of construction. 



RELIEF FOR THE QUADRA, 



H. IT. 8- Cliampion Goes Nortb, this 
Horning' at Daylight, to 
Kose Harbor. 



Arrangements to Have the Wrecking 
Steamer Mascotte Follow at 
Once-A Narrow Escape. 



In marine circles almost tho sole topic of 
conversation, yesterday, was the wreck of 
tho Government steamer Quadra. Capt, 
Lewis, agent of the marino department 
here, was busy all day arranging to have tbe 
necessary relief sent north, and Capt. Gau- 
diu, of tho Quadra, was also engaged on the 
same mission. As soon as the news of the 
untoward disaster was received at Esqui- 
mdlt, Rear-Admiral Hotham, O.B., thought- 
fully and kindiy volunteered the services of 
H. M.S. Champion to go up to Kose Harbo 
to make an examination of the rook ou 
which the vessel struck, and also to take 
relief and ull'ord assistance. The offer so 
generously made was after due consideration 
accepted, and this morning at daybreak the 
Champion leaves o". the northern cruise. She 
expected to he back on Juno 1, or soon after. 
Other arrangements are being mode to have 
the wrecking steamer Mascotto leave, to- 
day, for the scene of the wreck. Captain 
Lewis, yesterday, ascertained tho expenses 
that would lie attached to this expedition, 
and wired full particulars to the Depart- 
ment at Ottawa, asking for instructions, 
md recommending that the terms be ac- 
:epted. In the meantime, Capt. McCoskrie, 
of the Mascotte, was given instructions to 
hold his steamer in readiness to leavo at 
once. 

The above summarizes all that has been 
done, and thoso most interested in tho 
wreck will only have to wait until tho re- 
turn of the warship for further 
information. In the meantime, Mr. 
J, M. Maeoun, agent of the 
British Behring Sea Commission, who was 
on his way North ou the Quadra and re- 
turned on Tuesday night with Captain 
Gaudin, has arranged to go to Alaska on 
H. M. S. Melpomene, which leaves June 1, 
to continue his work, which by the wreck 
has been considerably delayed. Mr. 
Mucoun regrets very much the disaster. 
He says Captain Gaudin was in no way to 
blame, as he was very careful all the way 
up, and at the very moment the steamer 
struck he had a man heaving the lead, but 
on the opposite side so that the rock was 
not felt. This was an extra precaution to 
take, as the chart showed eleven fathoms of 
water. After tho steamer was beached 
file listed to one side, but the Cap- 
tain's cabin and that occupied by Mr.

Maeoun remained on board, they would 
very probably have been drowned. It was 
a narrow escape, and both feel thankful at 
getting oil' so well.

CLERICAL HERESY, 



The Case of Dr. Bi'ljrg'S Before the 
Presbyterian General 
Assembly. 



Intense Interest Manifested — The 
Merits to be Argued, This 
Morning. 



The Reverend Culprit the Observed ot

Debate Expected. 



Portland, Ore., May' 25. — Bev. Dr. 
Moment, of Brooklyn, offered a resolution 
that tho assembly record its protest against 
National legislation which excluded the 
Chinese. The Moderator stated that tho 
subject was already under consideration by 
the judiciary committee of the body, and 
the resolution was refered to that com- 
mittee. 

The report of tho Judicial committee on- 
Dr. Briggs was called at four o'clock. The 
church was crowded. The preliminary dis- 
cussion as to the proper preabyteiian code- 
of proeecdure drew fortli all the 
legal talent. Dr. Briggs took a scut near 
the Superintendent. Ho was dressed in 
ministerial garb and carried a small grip. 
When Judge Strevell, of Montana, had con- 
cluded a speech asking thut a case bo pre- 
sented of man against man, instead of per- 
mitting live prosecutors to oppose tho illus- 
trious heretic, Or. Briggs culled him to his 
side, and they sat side by Bide thicug'iout 
the reading of tho appeal. Ever since Dr. 
Briggs has been in Portland the church galler- 
ies have been crowed with spectators hoping 
to catch a glimpse of tho famous dissenter. 
Throughout tho preliminary discussion he 
was inspected critically. The innate tur- 
bulence of the Assembly manifested itself 
in a multitude of amendments and opposing 
motions. Several times the Moderator had 
to call the Assembly sharply to order, 
saying that there was more need of prayer 
than applause. It was finally decided that 
all the papers should he read for the infor- 
mation of tho body, and this occupied the re- 
mainder of the session. The Assembly de- 
cided to set aside the order of the 
day, to-morrow morning, for the purpose of 
giving the entire time to this matter. Dr. 
Birch, of New York, will make the 
argument to-morrow morning on behalf of 
the committee. He will be followed by 
Professor Briggs and Colonel John J, Me- 
Cook, of New fork, will close the argu- 
ment on behalf of tho committee. There 
are at least a dozen members of tho 
Assembly, who are loaded for the occasion, 
and if they all get a chance to speak, the 
end of the debate is very indefinite. 



TWO LIVES LOST, 

A Mother and Her Habe Drowue 
off Village Bay, Near 
Plumper's Pass. 



A Row Boat g-ets Under the Wheels 
of the R. P, Bitliet autl is 
Smashed. 



New Westminster, May 25. — A deplor- 
able accident, resulting hi the loss of two 
lives, occurred near Plumper's Puss about 
11 o'clock this morning. The steamer R, 
P. Rithet, while on her way to New West- 
minster, was signalled, off Village Bay, to 
take some passengers aboard. Engines 
were stopped to allow the small boat to 
come alongside, but as the steamer was well 
under way, orders were given to go astern 
to check her. There was a fresh brecza 
blowing with a rough sea, and the steamer 
turned around with the wind. The small 
boat, containing four persons, Mr. 
and Mrs. Hope and their eighteen 
months' child, and Adolphus Deacon, 
of Maine Island, was swept under the 
wheel and broken up, and all iti occupants 
thrown into the water. The life buoy was 
immediately thrown out, and caught by 
young Deacon, who was quickly pulled on 
board. The three others were carried under 
the steamer, and reappeared amidships on 
the opposite side. Mr. Pope was injured 
on the head and shoulders by the paddles, 
but caught the life belt, which was thrown 
over his head, and succeeded in keeping 
himself afloat until resoued by the ship's 
boat. Mrs. Pope, who hud been sitting in 
the stern of the row boat, was probably 
rendered totally unconscious by the injur- 
ies received from tho wheel, as", although u 
life-preserver and other things were thrown 
her, on her reappearance, she made no ef- 
fort to catch thorn, Eye witnesses differ 
slightly as to facts, one stating that when 
seen by him, her one hand and feet wore 
free, and slight movements were 
noticed, while her fuco and head 
were entangled and covered up in 
her dress. The other says she was Boating, 
face downward, and perfectly quiet. A 
boat was immediately lowered, Mr. Pope 
picked up, and a close search made for the 
bodies of the unfortunate mother and child, 
but without success. After about un hour 
tho rescued were lamled at Village Bay, 
und tho steamer proceeded on her way. 
No blame can be attributed to the captain 
or other employes of the steamer, us the 
accident was unavoidable on their part, 
end no efforts were spared to rescue tho un- 
forlunates, The captain shouted to the 
oarsmen to stop pulling, but his advice was 
either unheard or unheeded. Mrs. Popo 
was a daughter of Mr. Deacon, proprietor of 
the Summer Hotel, on Muyne Island, and 
was well known mid highly respected in 
Now Westminster, where she has resided 
for some time.

NEW ORIENTAL STEAMSHIP LINE. 

To lio Operated In Conjunction With the. 
Northern Pacific Railway Company. 

New Fork, May '25. — The announce- 
ment that tho Northern Pacific Railway 
lias .succeeded in establishing a line of 
steamers between China and Japan is con- 
firtned. An arrangement has been com- 
pleted with an English syndicate by which 
u new company called tho Northern Pacific 
Steamship Company, bus bean formed. 
The President is Sir William Poarco, of 
London, Bug., who organized the Canadian 
Pacific Steamship Company. There, will be 
threo ships under tlie British flag and 
voyages will bo made monthly in each 
direction, and within a year it is proposed 
to have a semi-monthly service. The lirst 
steamer left Hongkong on May 121st. Tho 
line has been opened in time to carry part 
of the tea crop, of which the Northern 
Pacific lias hitherto transported about '2o 
per cent. The Northern Pacific as a com- 
pany will not have any pecuniary interest 
in the steamers. The steamship lino takes 
tlie ocean earnings and the Northern I'aoilic 
the overland earnings Oil the traffic inter- 
changed. Tlie steamships will deliver ex- 
clusively to tho Northern Pacific. 

Tacoma, May 25.— Tho following cable- 
gram baa been received here, addressed to 
A. T. Pritchard, of the Northern Pacific 
Railroad, from George li. Dodwel), of the 
shipping firm of Dodwell, Carlile & Co., 
which has houses in London, China and 
Japan: "A. T. Pritchard, Tacoma: 
Everything satisfactorily arranged. First 
steamer, Phra Nang, left Hongkong May 
21, Due at Tacoma Juno 10." The s'camer 
will come here via Kobe and Yokohama, 
and it is expected that others will follow in 
30 and 60 days. Tho steamers arc put 
on by their owners and operated under an 
agreement with the Northern Pacific for au 
exchange of traffic The charter of tho 
railroad prevents its engaging in tho ocean 
traffic, but it will bo virtually a Northern 
Pacific line. The Phra Nang is built of 
steel, and carries 3,500 tons of cargo, most- 
ly tea. She was constructed at Glasgow, 
by the Fairfield Shipbuilding Company, in 
1890, is 270 feet long, 37 feet beam, 20 feet, 
■1 inches depth of hold, and has a speed of 
15 to 10 knots per hour. Her return cargo 
will consist of flour, cotton prints and other 
manufactured goods.

S UOOESSFUL A OA IN. 

Victoria is justly famed for the hkill and 
good taste With which it manages its cele- 
brations. The visitor who attends a fete in 
Victoria i3 sure to seo a great deal to give 
him pleasure with very little to annoy or 
disappoint him. The citizens nre civil, at- 
tentive und obliging. Wherever tho plea- 
sure seeker goes good humor prevails, and 
he is well treated. 

The good order that was observed in the 
streets and on the grounds where the sports 
were carried on was indeed remarkable. 
The absence of drunkenness must strike the 
stranger as surprising. The saloons were 
all open, and, no doubt, a good deal of liquor 
was drunk, but there wore very few indeed 
who showed that they were in the slightest 
degree under its .influence. The good be- 
havior of the crowd who assembled to see 
the illuminations and tho fireworks on Bea- 
con Hill was particularly remarkable. The 
utmost decorum was observed everywhere. 
No one took advantage of the darkness to 
make noisy or unpleasant demonstrations. 
There are evidently no hoodlums in Victoria, 
or if there are, they are happily oo all fes- 
tive occasions under a restraint which is as 
effective as it is wholesome. 

The different managing cominitteos de- 
serve the greatest credit for tho very effec- 
tive way in which they performed their 
duties and are to be congratulated upon the 
success of their efforts. Mayor Beaven did 
the honors of the city with a cordiality and 
a heartiness winch showed that he is a truly 
representative Victorian. He as Mayor of 
the city hivs good reason to be proud of the 
unqualified success of tho Queen's Birthday 
Celebration of 1892. 

THE WBECK OF THE QUADRA. 

The wreck of the Quadra is an unlook. 
cd for misfortune. It was only the other 
day that tho Government steamer entered 
our harbor, spick-and-span now. We ex- 
pect cd that there were many years of tue- 
fulness before her — that she would be en- 
gaged in services beneficial to the Province 
und to the Dominion. We indulged the 
hope that she would some day take part in 
a hydrographic survey of the coast. In- 
stead of that hope being realized, we have 
to lumtnt that it haB been her fate to be a 
striking example of the bad effects which 
the neglect of such a survey is certain to 
bring about. If Captain Gaudin's chart 
had been a good one, the Quadra would, 
in all human probability, be to-day on her 
•voyage to Uehring Sea. We havo the best 
•evidence that Captain Gaudin was most 
prudent and careful, and that while the 
vessel was in the very act of running on the 
hidden rock he was using the lead. If the 
chart was one that could be depended upon, 
the steamer would have passed over the 
reef, on which she now lies stranded, in per- 
fect safety. 

We were, some time ago, informed by a 
very intelligent shipmaster that the charts 
of the northern coast of the province were 
not. to ho depended upon, and that if he had 
navigated the ship under his command ac- 
cording to his chart he would, on entering 
one of the harbors of that part of the coast, 
have most certainly wrecked his vessel. We 
trust that the Government will take warn- 
ing by the disaster to the Quadra und have 
the coast and the waters of the province 
surveyed with the least possible delay. 
The trade along the north coast is already 
considerable, and it is certain to expand 
greatly in tho next few years. Ships 
should not be forced to run unnecessary 
risks. It can easily be seen that the wani 
of a thorough hydrogrophio survey will 
materially retard the development of the 
trado of this province, as well as be the 
cause of such wrecks as that of the Govern- 
ment steamer. 

THE AMERICAN APPOINTMENTS. 

The United States Government has 
evidently determined that it shall loso 
nothing in the Bearing Sea arbitration case 
for want of able representatives and skillful 
counsel. This is what tho San Francisco 
Examiner, of the 21st, says on the subject : 

"The selection of the representatives of 
the United States on the Hoard of Behring 
Arbitration, announced from Washington, 
has been judicious. Justice John M. 
Harlan, of tho Supreme Court, and Senator 
John W. Morgan, of Alabama, will bo the 
two American members, and, with ox 
Minister Foster, will have charge of tho 
case of tho United States. 

"The counsel for the United States is to 
be ex-Ministcr Phelps, J. C. Carter, of the 
New York bar, and Judge II. W. Blodgett, 
of tho Federal District Court for the 
the Chicago district. This should enablu 
the United States to make the most of ttic 
material at its hand. The duties of Justice 
Harlan and Senator Morgan will bo judicial 
more than those of advocate, as thoy will 
have a vote in tho arbitration court, but 
they will have charge of the preparation of 
the case beforo the court meets. 

" The President has properly ignored par- 
tisanship in selecting tho men for this im- 
portant task. Senator Morgan is one of 
the Democratic leaders in Che Senate, and 
ex-Minister Phelps, who represented the 
United States as President Cleveland's 
Minister to Great Britain, is one of the 
recognized authorities on law in the 

C0 "Tlie United States will not suffer from 



want of legal acumen in its representatives, 
but there uppeara to bo some apprehension 
that it is not prepared with the evidence in 
matters of fact."' 

It is to be hoped that tho British Gov- 
ernment will bo equally careful in the 
choice of arbitrators and in the selection of 
counsel. 



BRITISH POLITICS. 

Mr, Balfour's Irish Local Government 
Bill was. never popular, either in the House 
of Commons or in the country. It was 
looked upon by men of both parties as a 
very unsatisfactory measure, and many pre- 
dicted that the Government would find 
some means of strangling it in tho early 
stages of its passage through tho House of 
Commons. But in this, as in many other 
instances, the political prophets have shown 
that they are not at all far-sighted. The 
Bill has passed its second reading by a 
majority of S3. This large majority socms 
to have been wholly unexpected by both the 
friends of the Government and its opponents. 
A measure which has been so well received 
by tho Houso and so strongly supported, 
must ho carried through the Legislature. 

The Opposition say that as a measure of 
self-government for Ireland, Mr. Balfour's 
Bill is a delusion, and that tho points of 
difference between it and the County Coun- 
cils law for England and Scotland ac- 
centuate the injustice with which 
the Government contemplate trejting Ire- 
land. If tho Gladstonians can get the nation 
to believe thet the Salisbury Government is 
treating Ireland badly, that it is making 
fish of one part of the country and flesh of 
another, they will have an advantage in the 
election campaign which they will not fail 
to make the most of. " British fair play " 
is by no means an unmeaning phraso, and 
if tho Liberals can provo to tho British 
people that the Irish aro not getting fair 
play, tho effect at the polls will be suro to 
be injurious to the Government. 

Matters aro gotting pretty badly mixed 
in Great Britain just now. Mr. Gladstone's 
unsatisfactory reply to tho non-conformist 
ministers, and his refus.il to receive a 
deputation of workingmen to hoar what 
they had to say on the eight-hour question, 
must have tho effect of lessening his popu- 
larity with two classes, the non-conformists 
and tho workingmen, on whom tho 
Liberals depend for success ; and 
Lord Salisbury's justification of resistance' 
to authority, and his pronouncement against 
freo trado cannot but lesson the confidence 
of the Tories and the Liberal Unionists in 
him anil any Government which he may 
lead. The Tories have tho highest rOjp ;c t 
for authority, and the Liberals witli whom 
they are allied in their opposition to Mr. 
Gladstone's Policy of Homo Rulo for Ire- 
land are, to a man, bigotted freo traders. 
Lord Salisbury has, thorefore, shocked and 
offended the men of both sections of the 
party which he leads. He lias been lectured 
by both the Standard and the Times. What 
effect his speeches will have on tho coming 
election it is hard to say. It seems to us 
that he has done a great deal to damage his 
party's prospects. The only consolation 
that the Government supporters can have is 
that Gladstone has, if possible, made greater 
mistakes. 



OPPOSED TO PBBSEOUTION. 

The enemies of the Emperor of Germany 
are never tired of attacking him. Thoy say 
nil torts of ill-natured things about him; 
they would like tho world to beliero that 
he is in a most precarious stato ol health, 
and that he is on the verge of insanity. 
Yet in spite of the reports and stories that 
are put in circulation wo find that when 
the timo for action comes the Emperor is 
sure to do the right thing. 

There is a party in Germany who hate 
the Jews with a bitter hatred. The mem- 
bers of this party, if they had their way, 
would drive every man of Hebrew extrac- 
tion out of the country. Thoy would enact 
anti-Semctio laws und they would ordain 
auti-Semetic social rules and regulations. 
They would make those Jews whom they 
could not drive out of tho country social 
outcasts. The Emperor is opposed to the 
ill-treatment of the Jews no matter what 
shape it may take. At Stettin, the other 
diy speaking of an inflammatory anti- 
Semetic publication he said to General Von 
Kaltenborn: 

"The time his come for disciplining these 
men who are dividing my people into hos- 
tile camps. They are enemies of the Em- 
pire. As a united people we are uncon- 
queiablo, but we are threatened by tho 
Social Democrats and the Anti-Semitic 
party. I do not recognize .lews and Gentiles 
among Germans, and my subjects must also 
ignore the distinction. The Jews have been 
good friends of former rulers of Germany, 
and they give us their money in peace anil 
their blood in war. They are, moreover, 
loyal to me. What more can I ask? Tho 
present opportunity to crush their defame™ 
should not be neglected. I intend to have 
the guilty ones receive their deserts." 

Tho Emperor's strong disapproval of all 
anti-Semitic agitation and expressions of 
opinion in the army has been communicated 
to officers of tho Berlin garrison and mem- 
bers of the Ollicors' Club. 

Tho ruler who talks in this way, and who 
carries out the views he expresses, deserves 
the rispect and the affection of his subjects. 
It will be very singular if this expression of 
determination to U8e his authority and his 
influence to keep his people really united, 
does not gain for him many warm friends, 
not only in Europe, but all over the world. 
This disposition to persecute the Jews ia a 
legacy left to Christian nations from a dark 
and a barbarous age. Though professedly 
in tho interests of Christianity, it is in dia- 
metrical opposition to the fundamental prin- 
ciples of Christianity. And, when the Em- 
peror William sets his face against it, ho 
shows that he possesses not only a liberal 
mind, but is, in his way of treating the Jews 
at any rate, imbued with the spirit of truo 
Christianity.

KOYAL JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 



Funds Urgently Needed to Meet Ne- 
cessary Expenses— Appeal to 
Working: nieu. 



An Undesirable aud Expensive Class 
of Patients— The City's 
Graut- 



A mooting of tho Board of Directors of tho 
Tioyal Jubilee Hospital was held, last evening, 
in the Hoard of Trade rooms, thoso present be- 
Ing Messrs, Joshua Davios (in the chair), Wil- 
son, Eluincrfolt, Bannorman, Brown, Hay- 
ward, Cliadley and McQuado, 

A letter was read from tho City Clerk, stat- 
ing that, In reply to the roqueat of the Board, 
tho Mayor had been authorized to fix a dato 
for a conference with the City Council, re 
hospital funds, 

Mlt.HAYWARD pointed out that, according to 
the estimates for the year, as adopted by tho 
City Council, only ¥1,1)00 hitl been voted for 
hospital purposes. Ho thought it would be 
well to try and got tho amount raised to 32,000, 
and thus secure tho Government grant of 52,000. 

The Chairman — I don't think it is satisfac- 
tory, and I am not. at all inclined to accept it. 
If they give us but SI, 000 wo will not got the 
Government grant of 32,000. If they expect 
us to take care ol the sick poor, they must be 
prooared to support them. If they only give 
us $1,0011, we should send them our hill lor tho 
care of tho lick, which, I have no doubt, 
would bo over $2,000. 

Mr. BKOWN asked what the amount of the 
bill was. 

Tin: Skcuktahv— It is S'-UOII. 

Mu. OnUDLV— Unless the City Council giro 
us §2 000 we wont got anything from the gov- 
ernment, 

Mil. Fi.i'MKiti'ici.T suggested that nelinn ho 
suspended until after the conference. Ho did 
not think thot'ouncil understood tho matter or 
they would have voted $2,000, 

Mr. Wil.soN— They well understood It. I was 
speaking to some of t hem and they say there is 
no hope of a vole of 82 00'). 

.Mil. PLCMERFKLT— Wait till our conference 
with them. 

Mit. Wilson suggested that tho ''otmcll bo 
asked to advanco another t housand dollars. If 
the directors insist' d upon payment for every 
patient, they would be but taxing themselves. 

Mit. Chuulev advocated regular collections 
from large establishments. The Albion Iron 
Works contributed on one pay day S28. There 
were 300 pieces of silver in tho box, ami not a 
live cunt piece in the lot. If other largo estab- 
lishments would follow this example a very re- 
spectable revenue would he realized. Throoor 
four thousand workmen contributing ten cents 
each per week would place tho hospital on u 
sound financial basis. 

MM. fc'LUMKRKELT did not like tho Idea of 
asking tho workman for too much. There were 
others who could bettor afford to contribute. 

Mh. Wilson— Only the prico of a cigar or 
glass of beer! 

The Chaiiiman— If wo nro t o bo considered as 
a provincial institution citizens of Victoria can 
only get in on order of tho City Council, and 
then tho oity will have to pay for them. 

Mr. CUDDLKY thought that if the Directors 
went to extremes, and insisted upon tho city 
paying, it would have tho effect of diminishing 
the interest taken in the hospital. If thoy 
could Induce the Council to vote $2,000, that 
would ensure $2,000 more frtm tho Govern- 
ment, which was voted only on condition that 
tho city gave a like sum. 

Mu. WILSON thought that there was another 
way of dealing with tho matter. Thirty-tire 
per cent, of tho patients in tho hospital were 
under treatment for venereal diseatcs, and 
there was irfeo occasional cases of delirium 
tremens, Hedid not think tho place was over 
intended for such people. If tho city were to 
erect alock hospital, it. would relievo the Jubi- 
loo Hospital considerably. 

After a good deal of further discussion it, was 
decided to thank tho council for having 
arranged for a conference, and request that an 
early date bo llxcd, as thu Hoard's term of olllce 
expires In June. 

MR. ClIUDLEY reported the bills for the 
month of March, to amount to $1,510.17, ex- 
clusive of salaries. The salary account (or 
April, was §;Vlo. and there was a sum of $202.50 
interest of mortgage. The supplies for tho 
month totalled Sl.MT.M. 

Mu. HAYWOOD asked what it took to run the 
establishment. 

Mu. ClIUDLEY replied that it. took about 
$23,000 per annum, Tho hospital expenditure 
exceeded the income by a nit £300 per month. 
The income from pay patients averaged $500 
per month. The hospital debt was about $7,500. 

It was agreed to have collection boxes placed 
In thu various large places of business, and en- 
deavor to establish regular weekly contribu- 
tions. 

Mu. FldmERFBLT, on behalf of tho visiting 
committee, reported having enquired into cer- 
tain repairs recommended by the matron. Tho 
repairs were found necessary and ordered. 

Tin: Cit.MU.MANlrcportcd as toeertain changes 
in tho infectious wards. The grounds were be- 
ing beautified, and everything was going on 
satisfactorily. 

After transacting some routine business the 
Board adjourned.

The Irish Local Government Bill De 
nouiiced as Containing Every 
Possible Defect. 



"Where is the Equality" Promised? 
—The Plain Duty of the 
Liberals.

LONDO , ,May21.-In the course of his speech 
on tho Government's Irish Local Government 
Bill, this evening, Bight Hon. Mr. Gladstone 
said : "It la remarkable Hint wo now arc de- 
bating u measure in regard to which wo have 
no meant of forming a judgment whether it is 
seriously intondod to bo passed into law. This 
hill is the last lingering representative of num- 
erous .promises of the Local Government for 
Ireland of a footing In full equality with Great 
Britain." He proceeded to arraign various 
Conservative and Liberal- Unionist statesmen. 
He pointed out that the bill was not even Uio 
minimum of the promises with which lory 
leaders had kept their Government Ip. exist- 
ence for t lie last six yours. These promises, he 
said, had gooo far beyond pioini 
local institutions. He reviewed 11 
of Lord Hartlntrton and Joseph I 
who, he said, had pledged themsoWua wn«r,- 
thing short of an Indopondont Parliament. 
Mr.Gosohon was nev;r famous for Ma noer- 
allty, and Lord Kiuulolpli Churchill hail . pro- 
mised Irish Local Government in Groat Uritam. 
The people Of Ireland, however, were IIkIiIiiik 
for somothlng more than Local Govorniiiont. 

Returning to his at tack upon Lord Salisbury 
nnd his Ulster speech, .Mr. Gladstone said: ' 11 
is imperative tint thO count f. should know 
what defense it is proposed to oiler for t he.use 
of such language by such an oxalted pojaon. 
This language was a distinct Bucouragomont 
to a few nii-Lcni.led men. capable in their 
fanaticism and tolly of embodying in deeds the 
l'rimo .Minister's words, Kvery defect ot local 
government in Great Urituinlius been embod- 
ied in this bid, mairuilled and exa!«erated, and 
stripped of every safeguard that might curtail 
its mischief. Thin is tne bill offered to our sis- 
ter country as the final boon ot a generous gov- 
ernment, to magnify their adequate sense pi 
Irish wants and their disposition to outbid 
nationalists for homo nile. by offering Ireland 
something more benelleial. ^ on arc like the 
man. who. giving an entertainment one night, 
sent round to every house in the neighborhood 
to ask for bones, waste refuse and waoliings and 
tlion put them together and served them to his 
guests at a banquet. Th at is jest in I his coun- 
try, but not Jest to Ireland. It is tie royalty In 
the case before lis now. 

"This bill has conferred a great obligation 
on tho Liberal party. It tends to clem- the is- 
sue- before the country. It giros the people tho 
power of measuring exactly tho valuu of those 
splendid promises of 1880. if. with such evi- 
dence as this before them, they allow them- 
solves to bo misled again, it will ho their own 
fault; but they will not bo misled. They have 
arrived ».t a tolerably fair estimate of this 
method of proceeding already, and if anything 
was wanted to complete their knowledge, this 
bill will supply it to them. This measure is 
undoubtedly narked from end to end with thj 
stamp of inequality, adverse to Ireland. Is this

Mr. Gladstone spoko with all his pristino 
vigor, his voioo was sonorous and his figure 
erect. When ho turned to the Tory benches 
with the words, "Where is that equality now f" 
his eyes Hashed nnd his voice rang through 
tho house witli all tho strength of his youth. 
A melancholy incident of his s]Kjcch was his 
effort to road a part of it. Ho was unable to 
seo distinctly, and, after stumbling a minute or 
two, handed hia notus to John llorley, who 
read them ior him.

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The Pollco Granted Further Tlmo to Look 
Into a Mysterious Case. 

An inquest was held, yesterday afternoon, 
nt the police station, by Coroner Morrison, 
on the body of the child found, last Sunday 
morning, in the old cemetery, packed away 
in a small box. 

The jury consisted of Messrs. T. J. Humes 
(foreman), P. LeRoy, J. P. Matthews, W. 
Bond, W. J. Cameron and H. Short. 

Denis Driscoil, police olliccr, deposed that, 
on Sunday afternoon, he found a box about 
one and and a half feet long, with the body 
of a small child in it. The body was the 
same as tlmt which the jury hud just Keen. 
Tried to ascertain some clue as to who put 
it in the old cemetery, but had not yet suc- 
ceeded. Was in the station when the Cod- 
ing of the body was reported by a gentle- 
man. Had not found the body himself. 

By a Juryman : Don't know the name of 
the man that save the information. Don't 
know who he is. He has not been ordered 
here, to-day, to give evidence, 

Tho Coroner: Gentlemen of the jury, 
that's all the witnesses there are in this 
case. I luve examined th« body carefully, 
and am not certain whether it was still born 
or not. I have found that some bones of 
the head are fractured, and there is a big 
clot of blood on the brain which would be 
ijuite BUffieiont to account tor the death. 

The Chief of Polico explained that the 
great press of work during the holidays 
had prevented the police from prosecuting 
enquiries, and he would ask for an adjourn- 
ment. It was absolutely necessary to have 
the evidence of a medical man before "the 
case" could be proceeded with. 

The jury regarded the explanation as sat- 
isfactory, and the coroner adjourned for one 
week. Later in the day an autopsy was 
made by Dr. Foot, who found that the 
corpse was that of a still-born child, and 
that all the bones of the bead wore either 
broken or displaced.

When the City Council met last night, the 
Mayor thought of adjourning for want of a 
quorum, there being only three Aldermen 
present. Soon, however, a few othors filed in, 
and when tho meeting was called to order, 
there were present Aid. Hunter, Munn, Lovell, 
Baker, Hall, Styles, llumber, MoKllllcan and 
Bragg. 

The minutes of the lest meeting were Liken 
as read and adopted, 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

From the Mayor of Itoslyn, Wash., enclosing 
a circular asking for assistance by way of sub- 
scription, fertile families of i lie victims by tho 
late disaster in that town, which, if obtained, 
would bo duly credited, By the explosion wore 
left 'Jll widows and 93 orphans. In many cises, 
both I he lathers and sons of families hud been 
killed. 

I'he Mayor called attention to tho fact Unit 
tlic Corporation con id not vote money for as- 
sist ing any outside charlt iea. 

ALU. MUNN moved lint the matter be re- 
ferred to the Mayor and finance Committee, 
with power to grant any sum they thought lit. 

Tho Mayor did not think it right to put. a 
motion that he knew would'bo inoperative. 
Tho city could not u-e tho funds of the Cor- 
poratlun for any purpose outside tho corpora- 
tion, without obtaining special powers, 
He suggested tho opening of u sub- 
script ion list in the city. 

Several aldermen called attention to tho fact 
that a list had already been op-nod by the 
Colonist, and It was finally decided to open a 
companion list at the City Hall, this being as 
far as the Council could go under tho statute. 

From K. Crow Baker, o tiling attention t o t bo 
removal of wooden buildings within tho lire 
limits, as follows : 

To His Worship Till' Mayor and Hoard of 
Aldermen : 

GENTLEMEN,— I am desired by the Hoard of 
Directors of 'ho above-named company to 
respectfully draw your attention to thu by- 
law regulating Ibe removal of wooden struc- 
tures within the city limits (and to a certain 
extent within tho llro limits of this city), but 
nviro particularly at this moment to a wooden 
building in process of removal, known as the 
"London Harmony," situate at the corner of 
Broad and Johnson, The n.a nager and myself 
have already waited upon His Worship and 
fully explained t lie disabilities and loss under 
which we shall labor and sutler if such removal 
is permitted without a full and careful con- 
sideration of all the surrounding circumstances 
and contingencies, and, therefore, probably 
det ails would bo a repetition, except in so far 
as t lie local ion of said building is concerned, 
whioh. I may say, is at tho corner of Johnson 
and Broad. I may urge the following points 
for tho consideration of your honorable body 
in connection with what may be indisputably 
designated as a real and prospective "menace" 
to tho Telephone company and its patrons : 

1. That I he hauling of this building through 
the streets will seriously interfere with tlio 
business and privileges of this company as well 
as that of the "Victoria Electrlo Co.," (of 
which I am also manager and director) by the 
breaking or removal of i ho company's lines and 
thereby become an obstruction to the business 
and commercial convenien e of the citizens. 

2. That the representatives of these coinpan 
ies believe the building in question, through 
insufficient consideration no doubt, to have 
been very much over valued, and that, there 
fore, the by-law (No. 111.) regulating such re 
movitl, is being practically and seriously con 
toavoned. 

li, That they have also reason to believo that 
the valuation was not made by the proper otli 
cor, viz: City Surveyor, as enjoined In clause 26 
of by-law referred to, and that, therefore, the 
permission granted (presumably by the iStreet 
committee in writing) and alleged to bo held by 
tbo contractor is irregular and consequently 
abortive. 

■1. That tho permit of whatever nature and 
kind held by tho contractor (if so held) has 
lapsed by ellluxion of timo and does not, there- 
fore, come within tho true meaning and intent 
of the expression, "Forthwith," found in clans 
28. of snid by-law, and has, therefore, no eU'ect. 

;"). That the building referred to having been 
drawn into the streets without tho necessar; 
and proper authority, and in violation of by 
law governing tho "removal and placing" of 
buildings of not less value than $750, becomes 
subject to the provisions of clause u'i). of before- 
mentioned by-law. Wo understand that the 
contract for removal added to cost price of 
same does not exceed $325, when finally 
"placed." A re consideration of the whole mat- 
ter is earnestly asked for as tho best means of 
averting expensive litigation.

Ann. BAKER said that it was timo that tho 
city council should take some action, and not 
allow obstructions of tho kind referred to. to 
exist on the streets of a city that claimed to bo 
progressive. 

Styles said that the communication 
j-.iot road had been eho-.vn to him. The parties 
had a certificate from the building inspector 
that tho place was worth '31,000, anil tho owner 
had paid his deposit of $10 for removal. He 
didn't see how the city could go beyond the By 
law, however wrong ft was it might bo nnion- 
ded, and be personally was not in favor of 
hauling old buildings through the streets.
